The Real Issue. 

We are not going to talk politics, 
but statesmanship. We don’t care a 
rap what your political belief is nor 
will we ask you to vote as we expect 
to. But there are some things to 
think of during the campaign that 
may be lost sight of in the “barn- 
storming.”” The politicians of all 
parties are going to try and prevent 
your getting sight of this matter. 

The rock-ribbed Republicans and 
the dyed-in-the-wool Democrats are 
sure that the country will be lost if 
their party is not put in power. They 
see dire calamities lying in wait for 
the common people in case their op- 
ponents win the election. Not so. 
But let us modify that statement.

Of course 
the bottom is knocked out or stock, 
yard markets every now and then, 
due to “over-production” they gay, , 
The stock growers suffer during | 
these depressions—but we ask, is 
there an actual over-production that 
causes markets to go off? There are 
days when the market is knocked 
way down by apparent over-produc- 
tion but there’s a reason. All know 
that the beef trust controlls the sit- 
uation. They make the markets, 
When they want stuff to fill their 
coolers and cans and barrels with 
they have their agents manipulate 
the markets so they can buy cheap. 
The price goes up. Word goes out 
every where for farmers to rush their 
stuff to market. It comes m train- 
loads. The market is glutted and 
the packers buy the stuff for a song‘ 
—just as they intended. They set : 
the trap and the farmers fall into it. 
Raising half the amount of stock 
wouldn’t do away with these tricks 
at the market. Grain markets are’ 
easily manipulated the same way un- 
less there are farmers’ elevators to 
make the line elevators play fair. 
Even then the great grain markets 
are controlled by a gang of gamb- 
lers known as a Board of Trade, 
and the farmers are at the mercy 
of these fellows. They control the 
key to the situation—the terminals 
and the final disposition of snip- 
ments. The little the farmers have 
yet been able to accomplisn cuts* 
little figure in the general market 
price of grain products. 

We ask with all candor, {fs there 
any guarantee that the farmer would 
be one whit better off if he raised 
only half as much as he has been, 
producing? He might force the pricé 
up a little—maybe double it—but 
it would come back on him as sure 
as fate. The farmer is a buyer. He 
has ceased to raise all his food, mak@’ 
his own clothes and grow and cut 
the timber that makes his buildings. 
He no longer harvests a little patch 
of grain with a cradle and a little 
patch of grass with a scythe. Hes 
a large buyer of meat, flour, canned 
goods, farm machinery, sugar, cof 
fee, clothes, books, music, education 
luxuries, etc. He is a great usem 
of the railroads, both for travel and 
freight shipments. :

The co-operative elevators, 
packing houses, telephone systems, 
co-operative stores and market 
places if necessary, these are the

The gooi news will be welcomed 
by hundreds of: thousands of hog 
raisers everywhere. Tae hog has 
been rio*t y c . ed the mortgage lift- 
er for a 1c ation or more. The 
homes in tne «_ntral west have been 
paid for by corr and hogs. The farm- 
ers have been up against the dread 
disease and it made hug raising a 
sort of a gamble. They either won 
or lost a large lot of money every 
year on their hogs, depending on 
whether they remained healthy or 
not. 

Some farmers are inclined to turn 
a cold shoulder to the educated vet- 
erinarian who charges a higher price 
for his services than the ignorant 
quack “‘hoss doctor’ has been charg- 
ing. It has been rather discouraging 
to the hign class veterinarians. But 
they are the ones’ that work out the 
great problems that confront the live 
stock grower and they are the ones 
that-should receive the farmer’s sup- 
port. 

, The time is coming when tubercu- 
losis can be prevented in live stock, 
and dare we say in man? With chol- 
era and tuberculosis wiped out the 
business of farming will be more 
profitable.

Good Roads Problem. 

We believe it is safe to say that 
the farmers stand pat against the 
ship subsid}. The government aided 
the pioneer railroads which was none 
other than subsidy. This aid was a 
great help to the new territories but 
it soon enabled the railroads to prac- 
tically control the government. This 
lesson in aiding greedy corporations 
should be sufficient. 

If we have any money to spend let 
it go towards those means of trans- 
portation that belongs to the people 
and cannot belong to any corporation. 
The water ways have |cen receiving 
appropriations for vears. No one re- 
grets that which has enabled steam- 


But to the comparitively few tons 
of freight sent by boat there are hun- 
dreds of tons: hauled by wagon over 
bad roads. It is in this direction we 
would see the government spend some 
of our money. It costs over one cent 
a mile for every hundred pounds of 
grain the farmer hauls on his wag- 
ons over the average dirt road. This 
is an excessive rate to pay on freight 
in addition to that exacted by the 
railroads to finish the haul. 

It is true that the farmer does 
much to spoil the roads with his 
narrow tires and heavy loads. It 
is true that the average road boss 
knows very little about road con- 
struction. Therefore the need of 
some outside agency showing how to 
build and maintain good roads. Let 
there be one good road in a county 
and everybody will want to know why 
the other roads are in such terrible 
condition. 

Road building is of just as great 
importance as forest preservation or 
waterway improvement. It is just 
as pressing a need as that of railroad 
control. But Congress will go on 
spending millions for battleships and 
if possible for ship subsidy and other 
things, and the farmer can go on 
wading through the mud until he 
gets right mad about it and demands 
some aid in road building. 

The Grange is in favor of govern- 
ment aid in road construction. But 
the Grange is only a fraction of all 
the farmers. Let there be a deter- 
mined demand upon Congress by the 
Grange, the Society of Equity, The 
Farmers National Congress and all 
other farmer @rganizations and our 
servants at the seat of government 
will begin to shape things so as to 
have the money to spend. They will 
be a little more conservative of ex- 
penditures for the things which aid 
only the already rich. The country 
will be a more desirable place to live 
in when g@od roads are assured all 
the time

Look Out for Reaction. 

It is a well established fact that 
hogs contract tuberculosis very read- 
ily from tuberculous cattle, being fed 
the diseased milk, or following stock 
cattle. 

There has been a too-general ob- 
jection to any method employed to 
rid the country of diseased cattle. 
The tuberculin test has been declared 
a worthless test, the state laws have 
been drastically opposed as tyran- 
nical. Farmers have declared it was 
nobody’s business if they wanted to 
keep tuberculous cattle. It is some- 
body’s business, and nobody’s more 
than the farmers themselves. The 
consumer of milk and meat wants to 
be satisfied that he is getting whole- 
some foods, and every honest farmer 
is anxious to know that he is produc- 
ing wholesome foods. But aside from 
this the farmer wants to know that he 
and his neighbors are producing whole- 
some foods because of the financial 
reaction that is bound to come soon 
if the disease is not stopped. 

Just as sure as anything there is a 
time coming when the farmers will 
sell their cattle and hogs subject to 
inspection or not at all if they do not 
make every effort to get rid of tuber- 
culosis. Many dairy districts now 
known to harbor tuberculous cows 
are being discriminated against in the 
hog markets. Their hogs are not

Organized Clubs. 

While we do not advocate using 
farmers’ organizations for political 
purposes ordinarily we believe there 
are times when politicians can be 
brought to time by the united ex- 
pression of such as the Grange. No 
congressman or state official can long 
withstand the indignation of an 
aroused farm constituency. Co-oper- 
ation is good sense in business. And 
it is just as good sense in every 
other line. The Grange has withstood 
the adversities of many years and has 
become a power. Especially is this 
true in the East. Why is it that the 
western farmer does not belong to 
any society that has an influence 
with the law makers? Think it over. 

We have advocated the farmer's 
club as a means of promoting a bet- 
ter social and intellectual life in the 
rural districts but we want to go a 
step further. The club that stands 
alone is like the oak on the praifig, 
easily broken by the storm, while the 
club that belongs to an organization 
of clubs is like the trees in the 
forest, one helping the others with- 
stand adversity. The corn clubs 
should belong to the state organiza- 
tion if such there be. Then they not 
only get greater benefits but are a 
greater power. The farmer’s club 
that stands alone can accomplish its 
purpose so far as local social bene- 
fits are concerned but that. club 
might debate the question of a par- 
cels post until they are old and ac- 
complish nothing towards bringing 
Congress to passing the parcels post 
bill. But let that club belong to th» 
Grange or some recognized power 
and its petition amounts to some-

Feed Mill on the Farm, 

A feed mill of some kind shouM be 
found on every farm where any stock is 
kept, if it is only chickens, I bought 
a sweep horse feed grinder, and find it 
is all right. If I had a great deal of 
grinding to do I would get a power mill, 
but for the average farm the horse mill 
is all right. I would have one if the 
only use I had for it was to crack corn 
for the chickens. It will pay for itself 
in this way alone in a short time. It 
is quite a bother to have to haul corn 
to mill and have it ground and haul it 
back again, and besides the miller takes 
out a good per cent for his living. We 
make a double saving in this way, and, 
do not miss the time either for it is 
done at times when we are not busy, 
Besides we crack the corn and make the 
meal to suit, which we cannot always 
get from the mill. There we generally 
have to take it as it is. 

A good mill can be had for $15, small 
size, and it will pay for itself the first 
year, . 
I would not think of going back to 
the old plan and hauling back and forth

Application of Lime. 
Of the many ways of applying lime 
a good deal depends on the local con- 
ditions and the kind used. Some forms 
of lime on the market may be distributed 
in the grain drill. An especial drill is 
made for the application of lime that is 
not expensive and provides the easiest 
and best way of disfmibuting a material 
which is very unpleasant to spread by 
hand. Unslacked limé may be placed in 
niles about the field and distributed 
after slacking. A half bushel every 22 
feet will give 50 to 60 bushels per acre. 
The ordinary grain drill will not apply 
lime in sufficient quantities for heavy ap- 
plications unless specially constructed. 
Lime should be applied about two weeks 
before seeding to prevent injurious ef- 
fects on germination, As a rule it should 
be applied separately from any com- 
mercial fertilizer which may be used.—

Making Charcoal For Hogs.—G, FE. 
C., Mo. Where large quantities of 
grain are grown and fed it is easier 
to make charcoal. Dig a hole in the 
ground five feet deep, one foot in dia- 
meter at the bottom and five feet at 
the tap for the charcoal pit. Take 
corn cobs which have been saved in 
a dry place, and, starting a fire in the 
bottom of this pit keen adding cobs so 
that the flame is gradually drawn to 
the top of the pit which will thus be 
filled with cobs. Take a shyet iron 
cover made so as to amply cover the 
holesand close up the cobs that are on 
fire, sealing the edge of the lid with 
earth. At the end of 12 hours you 
may uncover and take out corn cob char- 
coal. A good mixture is made as fol- 
lows: Six bushels of cob charcoal, eight 
pounds of salt, two quarts of air slack- 
ed lime, one bushel of wood ashes. Break 
up the charcoal. Mix thoroughly, and 
place mixture where hogs may partake 
of it at will. 

Salt And Ashes For Hogs.—M. EF. G., 
Ill. Hogs are never injured by eating 
ashes but it is not best to. give large 
quantities of salt. Mix two quarts ot 
salt to a bushel of ashes and place in 
a low box under shed to keep out rain. 

Barldy For Pigs—O. P. S., N. Dak. 
We have found that the most profitable 
way to} feed barley to pigs is to grind 
it and\jmaké into a thick swill. Barley 
is not as palatable as some other grains. 








If one half or even one fourth mid- 
dlings are mixed with the ground bar- 
ley the pigs will eat it better. Ground 


barley must not be piled if too large 
piles or it will heat. 

Guring Btoom Corn.—Sub., Okla. 
Yes it will pay you to erect a shea 
under which to cure your broom corn.

Fall Plowing For Corn—B. D. H., 
Iowa.

The temperature of the 
soil is higher on fall plowed land in 
early spring. In ordinary seasons in 
the corn belt early planting in warm 
soils secure the heaviest yields, In wet

Live Stock and Waste. 
The proper handling of live stock 
goes a long ways towards the prevent- 
ing of wastes on the farm where gen- 
eral farming is engaged+in.

the dairy into pork. Much waste from 
every kitchen can be utilized in the 
same way.

If the farmer 
has enough horses to work with his farm 
he has just about enough with the excep- 
tion of young colts that he may be rais- 
ing from a span of brood mares which 
every good farmer should possess.

When, starting in dairy work it is a 
good plan to work up the business from 
a few good cows to manv, When the 
time for many cows comes you will then 
know how to handle. them. 

In buying cows for the dairy it is 
usually best to buy those with their sec- 
ond or third calf. A good plan, too, if 
possible, is to test for butter fat, Always 
test for tuberculosis. 

Feed is high these days. You should 
plan to feed a balanced ration and save 
more profit. Successful Farming’s feed- 
ing table tells how to do this. It may 
be had by the asking and a two cent 
stamp for postage. 

Prof. D. H, Otis, at the College ot 
Agriculture, University of Wisconsin, 
has just completed a special study of 
the value of alfalfa as a feed for dairy 
cows. An experiment which he con- 
ducted showed that young cows not giv- 
ing milk can be kept in good condition 
during the winter, and gain from 1.25 
to 1.5 pounds per day when fed nothing 
but alfalfa hay. 

The calf is often a fine market for 
milk. One Pennsylvania dairyman re- 
ports that he kept.a record of 80 calves 
which consumed 12,000 quarts of milk 
for which he received $481 or over 4 
cents per quart, and the calves did the 
milking. He estimates that it takes 
146 quarts of milk to make a calf four 
weeks old, which will weigh 160 pounds 
if they have Holstein blood.

Ideals and Profits. 


We hear a great deal about mode: dairies 
and clean milk. In fact we are of the 
multitude who believe it a crime to in- 
flict the consuming public with dirty 
and dangerous milk. We believe that 
the dairy products should be as free from 
suspicion as the now-inspected meat 
products of the big packers: But on 
the other hand we are not over-finicky 
about this thing. There is a _ point 
where ideals cease to be commercially 
profitable. 

We stand for the cleanliness in dairy- 
ing, which is possible and not over- ex- 
pensive. A basin of water and a bar of 
soap cost but a trifle. No milker should 
begin milking until he has washed his 
hands clean. He may have been curry- 
ing the horses, or scratching the backs of 
the hogs, or perhaps working on the man- 
ure spreader all day. He should wash 
before milking. The cows have been 
iying around in the barnyard or wading 
in manure or mud that is laden with 
disease germs—if tubercolosis is present 
on the farm—and the cows should be 
cleaned up a bit before milking. How 
often have we seen men sit down to milk 
extremely filthy cows without even brush- 
ing off the worst of it. A damp cloth 
and a good wet washing if necessary, 
should be used to wipe the dust and dirt 
from the udder whether it appears clean 
or not. It takes but a momennt and 
costs nothing. 

The barn should be kept moderately 
clean—not necessarily scrubbed and dis- 
infected every day, for that costs money. 
But there is no excuse for having great 
masses of cobwebs hanging everywhere. 
Three or four sweepings a year on windy 
days would remove lots of dust. White- 
wash is cheap. It is a good disinfect- 
ant. Refrain from feeding hay or dusty 
feed before the milking is done and milk 
removed from stable. Keep pails clean. 
These things can be done by every- 
one who sells milk. This much should 
be done. It will in no way increase the 
cost of milk production, and will lessen 
the filth that gets into the milk. No use 
talking, you can’t do all the things that 
some idealists would have you do and 
make a profit on your dairy, not when 
selling milk at 2 cents a quart. Healthy 
cows, clean quarters, clean cows, clean 
hands—that will suit the average con- 
sumer very well and he will pay 6 or 7 
cents a quart for that kind of milk rather 
than pay 4 or 5 cents for the ordinary 
filth-laden stuff that reaches the con-

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Building Up the Dairy Herd. 

Building up the dairy herd is not so 
easy to the man who has not the things 
ready made to his hand. It is this rep- 
resentative of the great American class 
of farmers who is earning his bread in 
the sweat of his face who can ill afferd 
to make mistakes. He is the average, 
brave hearted, struggling burden-bearer 
who ever should have concern that any 
message that is sent may reach him. 
T) this man I have heard given the 
advice to sell and invest the preceeds 
in as many good cows as they will buy; 
put buing is_the very last way to get 
good ones. My adviee to such a man 
would be to get into shane to feed those 
cows a good full ration for a whole 
"A cow may be better than she looks, 
or worse than she looks; the only way 
to tell is to live with her. Get rid of 
the poor ones—they take the bread out 
of our mouths, but the more promising 
ones may surprise you with judicious 
feeding. Put them to the test; shelter 
them from storms; be kind to them; don’t 
try to half starve them on a_half-dry 
pasture, but give them the full round 
year ration. Send your scrub bull to 
the butcher, and get the best bull _of 
your breed that you can buy. The dairv 
cow is a wonderful creature. From the 
food she eats she must maintain her 
physical well being, nourish her young, 
and: furnish milk for her master.—W. 
F. McSparren, Pennsylvania, 
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A Lesson For Cow Keepers. 

During the spring of 1907 Hoard’s 
Dairyman sent Frank Kinsley out to 
make a statistical report of 100 herds of 
lowa cows. This man went to the pa- 
trons of creameries and got their esti- 
mate of.cost of keeping; number of cows 
milked, breed, etc., etc. He then got the 
creameryman’s figures as to what these 
patrons were paid for their butter fat. 
The particular fact ascertained was in 
regard to reading farm or dairy pa- 
pers, 

Iowa has long since ceased to be a 
raw prairie state with cheap lands. But 
conditions are much the same as of old. 
With land worth around $100 an acre 
the.average cows are even’ less produc- 
tive than in pioneer days. There’s a 
reason. Then the farmers had good 
cows largely of the dairy Shorthorn 
type~because when they moved west 
they took only their best cows. Now, 
after years of mixed dairying and beef 
raising, with an indiscriminate mixing 
of the two typs, many have a _ scrub 
that is not worth keeping as a dairy 
cow, Dairy sires are the exception 
among the creamery patrons. 

But as to statistics. They teach their 
Own lessons. The 100 herds consisted 
of 1,062 cows, giving a total of 163,681 
lbs. butter-fat in 1906, for which the 

trons received $37,185.97. It cost 

29,986.45 to feed these cows, leaving 


interest on money invested, etc.— of 
$7,199.52. This makes an average in- 
come of $35.01 for each cow. Average 
cost of keep was $28.23, net profit $6.78 
It thus cost 18.32 cents a pound to pro- 
duce the butter-fat.

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Net profit was thus $20.91, making but- 
ter fat cost 13.4 cents. 

Now for some side lights. Only four 
of the 100 men fed silage. Ome of 
them did not make his cows pay, but 
the average returns per cow to these 
men was $54.59, average cost of feed 
per cow $29.44, net profit $25.15, cost 
of butterfat per cow 12.3 cents a pound. 
Does ensilage pay? 

Again, there were 50 men keeping 
559 cows who were readers of dairy pa- 
pers. Their average cost of feed pet 
cow was $28.02, aveage income $41.67, 
net profit $13.65. There were 46 men, 
with 463 cows, who did not read dairy 
papers. They paid an average of $27.70 
for each cow’s feed, got $27.97 in return, 
or a net profit of 27 cents. There was 
a difference of $13.38 in net profits per 
cow for the men who read as against 
the men who did not believe in “book 
larnin’.”’ 

In a similar investigation in Minne- 
sota the reading farmers made a profit 
per cow of $9.40 and the non-readers 
made an average loss per cow of $3.97, 
with a difference of $13.37 in favor of 
the reading farmer. 

Similar statistics taken in many 
Easterr states show up in every detail 
about the same. Locality and breed 
have nothing to do with profit and loss. 

The whole matter hangs largely on 
the fact that a farmer reads geod farm 
or dairy papers and practices their 
teachings or he does not read at all. 
The one class almost always makes a 
good profit on his cows and the other 
class makes little or actually loses, 

The reading farmer has a better type 
of cows, gives better care, has silage, 
ete. These all contribute to net prefits. 
The one who does not believe in book 
farming does not keep up to date and

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Those Winter Cows. 

Farmers and dairymen are fast seeing 
the importance of having their cows calve 
in the fall. By dropping the calf in 
September or October, the two months 
which the cow should go dry during the 
year will occur when flies are bad and 
pastures short. 

To make winter dairying most profit- 
able the farmer must be provided with 
comfortable barns and plan k.s work 
80 as to give attention to his cows. He 
will have more time to do this during 
the winter months. Prices for his dairy 
roducts will be higher and if he feeds 
alanced rations his profits are sure to 
increase over summer dairying. Help is 
cheaper during winter. The fall cow 
gets the benefit of the fall pastures and 
will go into winter quarters in good 
form. 

The silo will help out the feeding and 
the cows will milk heavily all winter. 
When spring comes the new grass will 
freshen her up and she will milk well 
antil flies come again, 

There is' a point in raising fall and 
winter calves that should not be lost sight 
of in this connection. The fall calf can 
be turned into veal, if desired, at a time 
when values are as high, if not higher, 
than when veals are more plentiful. 

If the calf is to be kept for breeding 
or feeding purposes and given dry and 
warm quarters during winter and fed 
dry grain and skimmilk and clean, bright 
hay, it will thrive better amd gain more 
rapidly than a calf raised during the 
heat of summer when flies are bad and 
grass short. 

If you are going into the dairy busi- 
ness ~ all there is in it, then the right 
thing to do is to have. the cows freshen 
in the fall. Give your cows a chance at 
winter profits once and you will never 
change the plan. 

The summer time is when you can 
best grow the crops to feed the cows in 
the winter. Take the time that would be 
put on summer dairying in raising larger 
crops. Work at the dairy business in 
winter when you have more time. It’s 
the best way.

This is for two reasons. First: the large 
amount of manure produced | each year 
from feeding concentrates. Second : the 
comparatively small loss of fertility in 
selling butter from the farm. 
Manure which is produced, from the use 
of concentrated feeding stuffs is usually 
high in fertility value, , containing much 
potash, nitrogen and phosphoric acid. If 
properly husbanded and economically ap- 
plied to the soil it enriches its fertility. 
The farmer who markets butter re- 
moves very little fertility from his soil. 





A ton of butter takes from the farm 
about 72 cents worth of fertility,fig- 
uring on the basis of the commercial 
value of nitrogen, potash and _ phos- 

‘A ton of wheat sold from 


phoric acid. on of wheat sold fr 
the farm takes with it $8.57 of fertility. 

It is therefore easy to see that the 
wheat farmer is selling the fertility of 
his farm every time he markets a crop 
of wheat, while the dairy farmer is 
saving his soil fertility and improving 
his land. 

In the dairy countries of Europe, 
where dairying has been carried on for 
centuries, the virgin fertility of the soil 
lias been maintained, while in our 
own country 50 years of grain farming 
has exhausted the land. It behooves the 
American farmer to study this fproblem 
and compare dairy and grain farming 
along the lines of maintaining soil fer- 
tility.

Weighing and Testing.

In the first place, as we have said so 
many times, there should be no “roost- 


ers” on the place after the spring hatch 
is over. Many city folks, and perhaps 


a few country people, do not know that 
a rooster is of no use whatever after 
the breeding season is past. From early 
spring until the last sitting of eggs is 
put under the hen he is an absolute 
necessity. No rooster no fertile 
But after that he is a dead “eat- 
ing his head off,” which should have 
been chopped off in the spring. Of 
course if he is a valuable pure bred 
he should be kept or sold, but the aver- 
age barnyard “rooster” is not worth 
holding over. And as soon as the young 
cockrels are recognized they should be 
caponized or penned by themselves and

fattened for an early market. 

Don’t you know a hen must lay eggs 
if they are in her? Don’t you know 
that unmated hens lav better than those 
that are mated? Don’t you know that 
unmated hens lay infertile eves and 
these eggs are better for commercial 
uses than fertile eggs? So get rid of 
the males. The infertile eggs keep fresh 
better than fertile ones. Those who 
have incubators know that. Even the 
heat of the machine for several days 
does not injure them. A fertile egg 
spoils in a very short time, heat or no 
heat, 


Then the first step in egg preservation 
is in getting infertile eggs to put away. 
A few days should elepse after all males 
have been kept from the flock before 
beginning to save for ~reserving. 
Now get ready for it. The recognized 
preservative is water-glass (sodium sili- 
eate) diluted with pure water to a ten 
per cent solution. This sodium silicate 
ean be procured of any druggist. If 
not in stock he can get it. He may 
charge anywhere from 20 cents to 75 
cents a gallon, according to the profit 
he deems necessary. Or you can get 
it of wholesale or large druggists. 

A gallon of the water-glass diluted 
with ten gallons of boiled water (cold) 
will be sufficient to cover about fifty 
dozen eggs. Put the water-glass solu- 
tion in stone jars and add the eggs 
daily as gathered. Be sure every egg 
is fresh and clean. The solution must 
cover every all the time. 
Keep in cellar. These should keep 
many months and be as good as fresh 
eggs when taken out. Wipe dry before 
taking to market. Sell them for what 
they are—preserved eggs. Try them on 
your own table first and if found to be 
as good as fresh eggs you can find 
friends who will give a good price for 
them in winter.

Exterminating Mites. 

If lice or mites remain in the coops 
after chicks have been taught to roost 
in the houses, burn them out with a 
torch as soon as the coops are deserted 
by the chicks, Dry “cat-tails” saturated 
with kerosene make the best torch, but it 
these cannot be obtained, a corncob fast- 
ened to the end of a stick and dipped 
in kerosene will answer. 

In burning, the coops should be re- 
moved'to an open space where there is 
no litter to become ignited. Hold the 
terch close to every spot on the inside 
for several seconds. This is a rather 
tedious process, but it exterminates these 
pests, as far as the coops are concerned,

Naked Poultry. 

Any naked hens or chicks conspic 
uous on your farm? They began to 
molt during hot weather but after shed- 
ding did not put on their clothes again. 
That won’t do because winter is com- 
ing, anl the nights already are too cool 
for bathing suits. 

The thing to do is to make them 
grow feathers. Feathers. are made of 
protein and you must give the naked 
fowls abundance of protein foods so 
they can clothe themselves again. Put 
the naked ones by themselves in a com- 
fortable place and see that they get 
plenty of skim-milk, oil meal, or simi- 
lar feeds rich in protein. Give liberally 
of corn too for they need heat to keep 
them warm and the carbohydrates in 
the corn will supply it, 

Next summer see that the fowls have 
proper feed early so that they will com- 
plete the molt before cold nights come.

The Scratching Shed. 

The one thing usually lackin~ in the 
poultry house is fresh air. Without it 
there can be no health. Without health 
there is no vigor and ability to produce 
eggs. 

The scratching shed is a valuable an- 
nex to any poultry house because it 
affords more room for exercise, a play 
house in bad weather. The structure is 
simple changed a little for different cli- 
Mates. Where blizzards or driving rain 
comes in winter a shed with closable 
front should be made. In other local- 
ities just a roof and three sides is all 
that is required. Some sheds are closed 
y big doors that stand, open except 
during severe storms.

The advantage of the 
curtain front is that light is admitted 
when closed and the fowls can scratch 
in the litter on stormy as well as pleas- 
ant days, 

The roof should be water tight. You 
don’t want damp straw for them to 
scratch in. The sides need only be of 
rough boards with cracks battened. A 
small opening from the roosting room 
to the scratching shed can be closed 
nights when very cold. 

With a scratching shed there need be 
but a small roosting room, In this 
can be the nests, feed and water boxes, 
and in the shed the dust box and grit. 
Keep nice clean straw on the floor of 
the shed and in it scatter the grain feed. 
Just a little will keep them scratching 
all day long when the weather is such 
they do not care to yenture into the 
yards, 

* * * *& & 
Grit, Shell and Charcoal for Hens. 

These materials are all essential to the 
good health of market or laying stock but 
do not mix them together. The handiest 
and best way of placing these things 
before the hens is to have a small box 
three or four inches deep, about a foot 
and half long by six inches wide. In 
this have three partitions, one place 
for grit, one for shell, one for charcoal 
and one for granulated bone. Have the 
box made so as to hang it on the wall 
by spikes a few inches above the floor 
then no litter or dirt will get into it. 

A poor practice is to feed this ma- 
terial in with the other food. The 
fowls know better than ourselves how 
much they want of this stuff, and it is 
better to let them pick it out as wanted 
than to compel them to eat more than 
is good for them, which they are very 
apt to do if mixed with the mash. It 
is all right to mix sand or fine grit 
in the food for small ducks but with 
other poultry it is better not to feed 
it in this way. When placed before 
them I have never known fowls to over 
eat of either grit, shell, charcoal or bone, 
although they will some times partake 
freely of it at first if it has been denied 
them for a time. 

A good many people who keep poul- 
try and lots of it, look at these sup- 
plies as unnecessary and uncalled for by 
the poultry, but it has been proved time 
and again that the hens do better when 
provided regularly with these materials.—

Bore three-fourths inch holes 
for bolts at the top. Rip 
through the middle with a 
saw to within 15 inches of the 
small end, then rounds of 
suitable length are put on 

from top to bottom. 

In packing apples in bar- 
rels, the only way to get top 
prices is to sort apples according to 
grades. In the fruit districts rules for 
packing fruit are adopted by those who 
are making fruit growing their business, 
All follow the rule of picking apples 
with great care and lay, not drop in 
poxes or baskets. A light wooden bask- 
et lined with cloth makes one of the 
most desirable picking baskets. 














HARVESTING THE CROP. 








In emptying the fruit it should not be 
poured into the barrel, but placed by 
hand, so as not to bruise it. 

When packing in barrels, the top layer 
should be made up of apples of nearly 
the same size. Have fruit come just 
to the top of the staves, then the head- 
ing should be carefully placed on ton 
and with the press pushed down until 
it slips into the chine. It seldom pays 
to pack more than two grades of apples. 
The ton show of annles at the top of 
barrels or boxes should be the index to 
the kind of apples that may be found 
throughout the barrels or boxes.

These need little support for walls, 
A hole with a good roof over is suffi- 
cient for several years. A sod root cel- 
lar is cheapest and best in some local- 
ities. Others can build of logs and roof 
with slough grass, sorghum, or similar 
coarse grasses, and cover with dirt. 

Whatever the materia! used, make it 
as good as you can and put it as conven- 
ient &0 the house as possible.

It is ~.¢ strange that General Grant 
should L»e contractec the liquor habit 
during the years of his military service 


while stationed at the ‘onely posts on 
the Pacific. coast. Drinking in those 


days among the officers of the army of 


Nothing was thought of it’so long as the 
habit did not interfere with the active 
duties of the soldier. 

Which marks the tremendous advance 
in public sentiment made since that time 
regarding the use of intoxicants. 

The remarkable thing, we repeat, is 
not that Grant should have been over- 
come by the fatal taste for intoxicants. 
That which is remarkable is that he 
REFORMED. 

Garland puts the matter delicately but 
plainly when he says. “While Grant 
was guilty oc no gross jndecorum or mis- 
deed he fell so far under the influence of 
liis insidious love for liquor that he was 


asked to place his resignation in the 
hands of the command. to be for. 


warded to Washington at the first repe- 
tition of the offense.” 

In other words, Grant was given fair 
notice to reform or resign, HE DID BOTH, 
It may be imagined with what a sub- 
lime effort the Silent Man made his 
resolution to reform. That resolve was 
the product of the same relentless will 
that one day, long afterwards, declared, 
“I will fight it out on this line if it 
takes all summer.” 

Nor should it be supposed that Grant 


Was a common drunkard. or that he 
ever forgot he was an officer and a 


gentleman. Says Garland: 

“Steadily, silently, there had crept into 
his brain a craving for stimulants which 
had mastered him. It was an appetite 
and not a dissipation. According to re- 
liable testimony he remained the same 
clean-spoken, considerate, honorable 
gentleman through it all. 

“It was an appetite not a dissipation.” 
There’s a wide difference. Grant was 
not a wilful, deliberate drunken creature. 
His moral nature was unaffected. He did 
not drink out of a low. desire for a 
physical debauch. He was not dissolute 
in his moral make-up. There was no 


mained. He was sound at the core. Of 


his resolution is made. 

He would show the world the stuff 
of which he was made! 

And the story of this man’s human 
weakness and of his reform makes one 
of the greatest temperance lectures ever 
delivered. 

The tremendous fight with his appe- 
tite was the first and most important 
battle General Grant ever won. Because 
—“Greater is he who ruleth his own 
spirit than he who taketh a city.” ° Be- 
fore any man can become master of men 
and of circumstances he must learn how 
to master himself? 

When was the siege of Vicksburg won? 
Not on that hot July day, 1863. It was 
won years before in the soul of Grant. 
While he went about his civilian’s duties 
on that little farm, while he hauled wood 
to the city of St. Louis, quietly, as was 
his wont, but thoroughly, he jayed siege 
to his abnormal lust for liquor and con- 
quered it. 

When was driven the entering wedge 
that rived the Confederacy? Not when 
the Mississippi was cleared. .It was 
when Grant remorselesly drove the wedge 
of his resolution into a fatal appetite 
and shattered it. The first Appomattog 
was a greater victory than the last one. 
Young man! Man of middle age! 
What Grant did any man can do—it 
only he will use the conquerir~ powers 
that God has given him. And he will 
be the stronger for the struggle. 

It is a good thing to remind the 
world of Grant’s great moral victory, It 
links him to our common clay. He was 
uo demi-god. He was human. And he 
gained moral fibre just as we must all 
gain it—through overcoming’ effort. 

His example remains to every man— 
an example of a man successful in the

Burns or scalds—A burn is an injury 
made from dry heat, while a scald is 
one made from wet heat or steam. Carry 
patient to place of safety. If severe 
send for surgeon. Remove everything 
from the burns by cutting it away. When 
the burned surface is extensive, dress a 
little at a time. Keep burns away from 
heat. Apply sweet oil, olive oil, or_ca* 
ron oi] (equal parts of raw linsed®% 
and lime water), vaseline or white of 
egg. In absence of oils dust the parts 
with starch or flour to protect them. If 
none of the above are at hand use moist- 
ened earth or clay. Slight burns where 
the skin is unbroken apply baking soda 
to draw out fire, apply white of egg, vase- 
line or some bland salve. 

If clothing catch fire, 
with rug, shawl,

down, wrap coat, or 
blanket and roll on floor until fire is 
extinguished.

Bruises—A bruise is a hidden wound 
under the skin, though there be little or 
no indication of injury to the surface of 
the skin. Contusion caused by a blunt 
instrument may tear or bruise the flesh 
and nerve fibers. The escape of blood 
under it causes the skin to appear black 
and blue. Applications of cloths wrung 
out of very hot water are helpful in re- 
lieving the pain and also in liquifying 
the blood and allowing it to become ab- 
sorbed and dissipated. An application 
of arnica and witch f-zel is. usefal. 
ut A brasion—An. in ~ thé* skin is 
scraped off. “A good ccei.dent is a grate- 
ful application after the wound has been 
thoroughly sterilized and cleaned with a 
solution of either boric or carbolice acids. 
Then it should be bandaged. 


Colic or Cholera, Morbus—Bathe the 
stomach in water as hot as can be borne. 
Apply mustard plaster or use massage. 
Use hot drops internally, ginger tea, or 
extract of ginger, ete. 

Cramps—Practically the same as for 
colic. Bathe affected parts in hot water, 
as well as the feet and hands. 

Cat or Dog Bites—Wash wound with 
antiseptic soap and salve and apply 
hartshorn (ammonia) or peroxide of hy- 
drogen to wound. If the animal be mad 
send for surgeon at once. 

Croup—Produce steam in the room bv 
boiling water in a tea kettle or by some 
method which will give patient steam to 
breathe. Apply flannels to the throat, 
wrung out of hot water and cover these 
with oil cloth, oiled silk, or any water- 
prof material, to retain the heat and 
moisture, A little pineapple juice, either 
from fresh or canned pineapples is bene- 
ficial, as this digests and dissolves the 
croupous membrane and is harmless. The 
feet may be soaked in hot water to which 
has been added a little mustard. The 
fumes of turpentine or oil of eucalyptus 
are also beneficial. 

Diarrhoea, Dysentery—The common 
methods of checking are by the use of 
ginger tea, essence of peppermint and hot 
drinks. A teaspoonful of sweet or olive 
oil for a child and a tablespoonful for a 
grown person will relieve irritation. 
Dytensery which follows diarrhoea, go 
to bed, get thoroughly warm, put hot 
flannels or hot water bags on bowels, 
mustard plaster to the soles of the feet. 
Earache—Apply cloths wrung from 
very hot water to the head or seat of 
pain. Moisten a piece of cloth with sweet 
oil and laudanum and place in ear. Or 
use hot water bottle, or flat iron heated 
and wrapped in cloth. 

Fainting—Loosen tight clothing every- 
where so the patient can breathe freely 
and lay flat on back. Give access to air 
and do not let. people crowd about as 
they invariably seek to do. Bathe feet, 
hands, and neck in cold water. Give tea 
or coffee when consciousness has returned. 
Apply smelling salts, spirits of ammonia, 
ete. 

Neuralgia—Use hot water bags, or mus- 
tard plaster, or heated flat irons wrapped 
in cloth over seat of pain. If heat fails 
try cold. If neither, have doctor pre- 
scribe. After relieved, have dentist look 
for decayed teeth, the most common 
cause of neuralgia of the face. 

Foreign bodies in the Throat—Thete 
may be removed with the finger. A blow 


warm water, whiskey or 











on the back when the body is thrown for- 


ward may help. Get 4 doctor quickly. 
Sometimes a swallow of water will wash 
the substance down. If glass or sharp 
articles be swallowed do not give cath- 


artics, but solid foods, that the offending 


particle may become imbedded and pass 
through the canal without cutting or per- 
forating the intestines.
